That law also provides for the suspect's 


release by a peace officer or magistrate 
"if he believes imprisonment is un- 
necessary for the protection of the in- 
dividual or others." Thus, the arresting 
officer's judgment as to intoxication may 
be either confirmed or rejected by other 
parties. 


Hightower said that there are no 


provisions that he knows of which give a 
suspect the right to a blood test in the case 
of public intoxication. Such a right exists 
for a person charged with driving while 
intoxicated, he noted, but not for the lesser 
offense. 


No one is normally held for 72 hours on a 


public intoxication charge, since police 
hold a person arrested on that charge only 
until he or she sobers up. Hightower said 
such persons are normally held for about 
five hours. After they sober up, he said, 
they either plead guilty to the charge and 
pay their fine, or plead not guilty and post, 
bail.

The city's money crunch 


wasn't so apparent Tuesday, as 
commissioners committed the 
city for $10,000 in Christmas 
decorations and possibly as 
much as $14,000 in airport 
improvements. 


Meeting in a called session, 


the commission accepted the 
low bid for proposed airport 
improvements from E.W. Hable 
& Sons, Inc. That bid, for 
$148,240, 
includes 
drainage 


improvements, the relocation of 
the road into the airport, two 
new taxiways, a paved area tie- 
down usage and a payed area 
for the construction of future T- 
hangers. 


THE 
BID 
was 
accepted 


contingent 
upon 
the 
city 


receiving a $100,000 grant to 
help offset the cost, but if the 


grant comes through, the city 
will apparently have to foot the 
bill for at least 10 per cent of the 
cost of the work. 


Since the grants 
became 


available, the commission was 
told, the method of funding for 
such grants has changed. City 
Mgr. 
Dick Ballenger said he 


can't yet be sure, should the city 
get the grant, exactly how much 
the city's share would be. He 
estimated following the meeting 
that the city could pay from 
$10,000 to $14,000 as its share of 
the cost.

money for this project and 
another pending (but unnamed) 
request for funds. 


"WE HAVE come up at the 


end of the (fiscal) year having 
collected funds we didn't an- 
ticipate," Ballenger told the 
group. "We were also very 
fortunate in the area of sales 
taxes. If you decide you want to 
do this, I think we can do it." 


Commissioner H.R. Stroube 


had earlier said that he didn't 
"want to be a scrooge about this 
and come out against Santa 
Glaus" by voting against the 
request. At that time, both he 
and Mayor Sue Youngblood had 
noted that the city "has to be 
prudent*' in how its limited 
resources were spent. 


Ballenger never mentioned 


specifically how much better 
the city came out than had been 


anticipated, but Chamber of 
Commerce 
Director 
Rex 


Carpenter, speaking in favor of 
the decorations and lighting, 
estimated the amount from 
sales taxes to be about $100,000. 


"WE LOOK at this more as 


an investment than a donation," 
Carpenter said. "We note that 
the city budgeted $500,000 in- 
come from the sales tax this 
year, and I understand that the 
actual receipt will approach 
$600,000." 


Ballenger neither confirmed 


or denied this statement, but he 
told the commission that he felt 
the city could pay for the 
decorations and other requests 
for funding now pending. 


"We all have mixed emotions 


about 
this," 
Commissioner 


Wayne Norris said, "because 
we are constantly approached 
for funds. But I will make the 


motion to advance $2,000 for the 
first year and $4,000 each year 
for the next two years because 
we have funds now that we 
didn't have when these other 
requests were made." 


GENE JOHNSON seconded 


the request, saying he did so 
partly because the expected 
increased 
revenues 
for 


downtown merchants will in- 
crease sales tax receipts for the 
city. The commission, with R.A. 
Armistead 
absent, 
voted 


unanimously to OK the lights. 


In addition to the city's share 


of the project, the Daily Sun has 
contributed $2,500 and retail 
merchants will contribute a 
significant 
amount as 
well 


toward the project. 


What the city will receive for 


all this are specially designed 
decorations and lighting for 
Christmas, most of which will 


be displayed in the downtown 
area. The decorations will be 
purchased with a loan, the in- 
terest on which will be paid by 
the merchants.

Capital punishment seen as crime 
deterrent by local law officials

Local law officials support the 


reinstatement of capital punish- 
ment in Texas, agreeing that 
capital punishment serves as an 
effective deterrent to crime. 


"It is my opinion that the 


limited use of the 
capital 


punishment law as it is written 
now has got to be an effective 
deterrent to crime, District 
Attorney Pat Batchelor said. 


"As it is written now, there 


are only specific cases where 
the State of Texas can seek the 
death penalty — in murder 
cases, where a felony is com- 


mitted other than murder; in 
armed 
robberies, 
where 


someone is killed; the killing of 
a policeman or fireman in his 
line of duty etc.," he said. 


BATCHELOR explained that 


he felt this way "not because we 
have no many capital cases, but 
because it makes a person who 
is going to commit a crime stop 
and think and say, "Well, I 
better not do this because I am 
looking at the electric chair". 


"This is a deterrent to crime 


and that is good," he added. 


Batchelor cited two important 


cases in deciding the 
issue of 


capital punishment. 


He noted that in the first case, 


Furman 
vs. 
Georgia, ihe 


Supreme Court decided that 
Texas capital punishment was 
unconstitutional. 


On July 2 in the case of Jurek 


vs. Texas the court ruled that 
the capital punishment law is 
now constitutional and does not 
violate the Eighth and 14th 
Amendments 
of 
the 
Con- 


stitution. 


CHIEF DON Massey, Cor- 


sicana Police Department, said, 
"I am for it (capital punish- 
ment) in certain instances. I 
think it serves as a deterrent to 
crime and is the only way to 
slow down major crimes like 
murder 
and 
rape." Chief 


Massey 
related that 
these 


crimes have continued to in- 
crease since capital punishment 
was abolished. 


"Once we get back to the 


basics, I think things will 
change," he added.

through wills, Brown also told
